‘That is all the old 
folks. There are mighty few left of the old 
stock that used to move around so lively and 
take the lead in business and public aifairs. 
Somie of us are getting lonesome now. ‘The 
ranks keep filling up, but we dont know the 
new recruits. Old father Time is a conscript 
officer and he wont take any substitutes nor 
give anybody a bomb proof place. There is 
no quartermasters nor commissaries nor pot- 
ash getters in this war, but it is fight, fight, 
fizht, all the time. Fight like they did at 
Thermopolye where there 300 
against a million, and there was no possible

escape. Sooner or later all of us have got to 
go. Wecant desert nor dodge nor play sick 
nor shoot a finger off, and there are no fur- 


oughs and no pensions and n> discharge. 


There is not even a promotion for good con- 
duct or noble daring. ‘There is nothing but 
todoanddie. Well itsall right I know’or it 
wouldent have been so, but it grieves me to 
hear the bell tolling all about and to see the 
old stock passing away. Thirty-two years ago 
I moved to Rome and it wasa right smart 
town of 3000 people. They are not there now. 
What are left | can count on my fingers, hard- 
ly a dozen of the old settlers and they move 
about very slow. Old mother White died the 
other day. The oldest ot them all. She was 
always going aboutdoing good or trying to. 
She outlived her old ‘‘Maun’ the Scotchman 
and she out lived her children, but she never 
surrendered to grief or trouble. These old 
Scotch people have habits and principles like 
cast iron. They never change. The old 
‘Maun’ as we called him was always merry 
and always at work making harness and he 
died in harness, He had his time to eat and 
to sleep and to pray and to sing and to read 
the bible and his time to work and he never 
neglected the regular program, old Maun 
White couldent sing, but he thought he could 
and he considered it as much a duty as to 

ray. He was always in his seat at the church. 

e was a heavy man, but he waddled up the 
hill to the meeting house with alacrity and 
took his seat like he meant business and he 
did mean business. He said amen and amen 
all through the preacher’s prayer and then he 
opened his hymn book with eagerness and 
stood up right in front of the choir and sang 
from away down. He tried to follow, but was 
sure to get a little ahead for he enjoyed itand 
wanted to do more than hisshare. The choir 
done their best to smother him, but they 
couldent. His bellows was strong and blew 
loud.. His kind of singing wouldent have 
been tolerated from any other man for he was 
always a little up or a little down and he ta- 
pered off. His vvice wasa good deal beiow 
bass and come out like there was a cogwheel 
in his throat. But everybody that knew the 
old man enjoyed his singing for it seemed to 
do him so much good and at times when the 
words were very tender the old man would 
say “‘amen’’ at theend of the stanza. I re- 
member that one time when Henry Garirell 
and George Stovall were leading music the old 
man turned two leaves in his hymn 
book and got from lung into short meter and 
the words dident fit the music. There wésent 
enough of ‘em and the old Maun shook his 
head and gavea gruntand filled out with a 
couple of amens. He heard a titter behind 
him and looking round muttered audibly 
“Thar’s sumthin wrong about here.” We 
joked him about it mext day = and 
he laughed as he said: ‘*‘Ah, well you know 
that David said sing unto the Lord a new 
song, and I deed it .Yes, I deed it.’’ I wonder 
how many children old mother White has 
taught in Sunday school. She has had a class 
of little ones ever since I knew her, and she 
taught them all thesame thing to love God 
and tell the truth and do right, I dont think 
she ever improved on that, she dident know 
anything about the science of religion or the 
evidences of Christianity and she dident 
want to know. It wasenough for her that 
she ioved her maker and loved everybody and 
her maker loved her. Her faith was iron 
clad, she lived in it and she died in it. If 
could trade in chances for heaven i would be 
willing to trade for hers. She is there l reckon 
and some of the children she taught are there 
too and they gave the old lady a welcome 
that was heaven enough for her. 

But the old men of the state are dying too. 
The men who have memories and knew all 
about history—the history of Georgia. All 
about Troup and Clark and Johu Forsyth and 
the Crawfords and Lamars and Lumpkins and 
Berrien and Cobb and Dougherty and a host 
of statesmen and great preachers and teachers 
who made the state illustrious and moulded 
the manners‘and patriotism and chivalry of 
our people. ‘There is a worldof history about 
the olden time and it is about to be lost. It 
is*almost lost now. Is there nothing worth 
preserving about it’? Is it enough for us and 
our children to be satisfied with things as we 
have found them. I dont know how it is 
with others, but the biography of 
noble men is the best of all reading 
tome. I love to read about their great deeds 
and their struggles and troubles; their home 
life and their likes and dislikes; their joys 
and fun and their wise and witty sayings. | 
love to hear old Major Cooper tell about the 
grand men he knew and mingled with 50 and 
GO years ago, and how they contended with 
one another in honorabie strife for leadership 
and how they thrilled the people On great oc- 
casions with surpassing eloquence—such 
eloquence as is nut heard now and will not 
be seen again. Jhere is not a county in the 
state but has one or more aged men who can 
tell and who love to tell of the olden 
time and has treasured rich memory of the 
men and things and events. , Why it is only 

‘fifty years since the Indians left bere, and 
hard)y anybody knows anything about In- 
dians now. 

It sounds like a romance to hear the old 
settlers tell about’em. Somebody ought to 
write a book—a book that would be read. No- 
body reads that one made by Rev. William 
Bacon Stevens. It is too grand, too stately, 
‘too rhetorical. There is not an anecdote in 
it. It is like reading epitaphs on tombstones. 
McCauley made the history of England lively 
end romantic, and why can’t we get some- 
body to write ours the same way. The life 
and times of George M. Troupe would be 
splendid—the man who made the whole 
United States back down and who whipped 
William Wirt and the Indians, There are 
but few persons living who know how we 
got their Jands from the Indians, or what we 
paid for them. Everybody ought to know. 
The school boysoughtto know. Itought to be 
somewhere in history. In ten years [rom 
to-day this history can’t be written. The old 
men who know it willall be dead. I ve been 
thinking about this a good deal and it seers 
to me somebody ought to be put to work. 
Somebody who would love to doitand who is 
competent to do it. Somebody like that no- 
ble man,C: C. Jones, of Augusta, or that 
man of wonderful memories, Judge Clark, of 
Atlanta, or both of them together. What a 

‘history they could make. Dr. Felton and l 
were talking over this thing the other night, 
and I was proud to listento his enthusiasm 
about the unwritten history of our 
state and her grand old patriarchs 
who have gone totheir rest. I never knew 
the doctor much until of late and I’m sorry I 
didn’t. He isa man of thoughtand a man of 
feeling. My politics dident agree with his but 
he is agreat man nevertheless and a good 
friend and a kind naber. Politics isa bad 
thing to tare up friendships but I reckon its 
right and necessary for one party to be watch- 
ing the other. It puts them both in the cau- 
tious state fur they know the people are watch- 
ing em and they are afraid of the people and 
by and by things settle down about right. —

Lome of the Eaterprising Farmers of Dodge and 
Pulaski. 
From the Hawkinsville News. 

On Friday evening last the writer accepted 
an invitation from Mr. Alexander Ragan, of 
Dodge county, to visit the farmers residing 
near the line of Dodge and Pulaski counties. 
We arrived at Mr. Ragan’s comfortable and 
hospitable home about s indown, and, after 
partaking of a bountiful and well-prepared 
supper, and listening to the many remiunis- 
censes from our host of the early days of this 
section of country, we sought repose, to 
dream of the long tramp which we knew was 
before us next day. 

JAMES M. RAGAN’S CROP. 

At five o’ciock on Saturday morning—an 
early hour for a ‘‘town man” torise—we were 
through the crop of Mr. 

who is cultivating the farm 

of our clever fellow-townsman, Mr. Robert T. 

Ragan. Jimmie, as he is familiarly called, 

runs a one-borse farm and has under cultiva- 

tion about 30 acres of land. His corn, despite 

the severe drouth. will yield not less than ten 
heis per acre, and his cotton, if rain 


falls 
In 4 lew « ays, He 
has now in crib a bush- 
elsof old corn. His farm shows thorough 
and systematic cultivation, and theonly fault 
that can be laid at his door is the fact that he 
has no one to help him enjoy his prosperity. 
He isa ‘‘good catch’’ for some amiable 
and such an one he truly deserves. 

ALEXANDER RAGAN, 

The next farm that we tramped through 
was that of our host, Mr. Alexander Ragan. 
He runsa two-mule farm and has under cul- 
tivation, besides cane, potatoes, peas, etc., Od 
acres in corn and 24 acres in cotton. Mr. 
ltagan does not run much on cotton, but goes 
In for corn, Oats, cane, peas, potatoes, etc. 
His corn was planted early, well fertilized 
and cultivated rapidly, and, according to esti- 
mates made by yood judges, will yield be- 
tween ten and fifteen bushels peracre. While 
going through his crop we noticed several 
houses full of bright oats, and he has in his 
crib enough old corn to make another crop 
on. Mr. Ragan is a model farmer, and every- 
thing about his pl ntation denotes careful 
management. He hasa bonanzain the way 
ofatish pond, which is well stocked with 
trout. About seven years ago he placed in 
his pond two “‘yearling’’ trout and it now 
contains some trout weighing not less than 
ten pounds and they are multiplying very 
rapidly. He does not pin much taith to the 
idea of raising German carp and looks upon 
them as an “exploded humbug.”’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Ragan have had born unto 
them ten children—eight boys and two girls— 
all of whom are living, and, strange to relate, 
none of his boys chew the weed, thus forcing 
Mr. R. todo the tobacco chewing for the 
family,and he does not complain over his 
task. : 

Mr. Ragan is one of the most substantial 
citizens of Dodge county, and, to use a fami- 
liar expression, “‘lives at home and boards at 
the same place.” To him and his excellent 
family we tender thanks for courtesies ex- 
tended us during our stay at their hospitable 
home.

Mr. Brintz Coody, as he is familiarly call. 
ed, is another substantial farmer, and a 
citizen whom Dodge county should feel proud 
of. Weare told that he commenced the bat- 
tle of life, after the warclosed, with nothing 
but astrong constitution and a will te work. 
He now owns one of the most productive 
plantations in Dodge county, and with asingle 
exception, which will be named further on, 
is surrounded by everything calculated to 
make a man happy and contented. He runs 
a four mule farm and is cultivating this year 
200 acres in corn and cotton, besides good 
patches of potatoes, peas, cane, etc., and we 
believe his neighbors will agree with us when 
we say that he has the best average crop of 
any farmer in hisneighborhood. He has fif- 
teen acres in ground peas, and his field peas 
look green and flourishing. Mr. Coody is an- 
other model farmer, and never fails, if the 
seasons are propitious, to makecorn for sale 
and corn to Keep. 

While passing through Mr. Coody’s orchard, 
he pointed out tous two peach trees, from 
which he sold thisseason fifteen dollars worth 
of peaches. From hisorchard we gotour first 
“big eat’? of peaches this year. They were 
large and lucious. 

And now we come to that single exception. 
Mr. Coody is a widower, and if he succeeds in 
getting such a companion as he deserves, he 
will have no cause for complaint at his condi- 
tion. He has a comfortable home (surround- 
ed by everything that heart could wish) for 
some good woman. Letus hope that he will 
succeed in getting the fair one to say ‘‘yes.’’ 

L. H. RAGAN, 

And nuw we come to one of Pulaski’s most 
substantial farmers in the person of Mr. La- 
Fayette H. Ragan. We dined with Mr. Nl. 
and his family on Saturdry, and must leave 
the crops to take care of themselves until we 
tell you about the dinner set before us. It 
consisted of fried fish—the sweetest of the fin- 
ny tribe—jack fish—fried chicken, vegetables, 
and everything elseto be had at a tfirst-clas; 
former's house. We are partial towards fried 
fish, and consequently commenced on fish and 
ended on fish. When we finished our meal, 
the fish bones on our part of the table might 
have been compared to the work of a cyclone 
striking in a well-filled fish. pond. We sue 
ceeded in hiding a big pile of ‘‘brain food,”’ 

In the afternoon we-inspected Mr. Ragan’s 
crop. He makes cotton a second considera- 
tidn and plants for a bountiful supply of corn. 
He runs two plows and bas cultivated this 
year 50 acres in corn and 20 acres in cotton. 
His corn is as good as any we have seen this 
year and will yield a bountiful supply. He 
never fails to make plenty of the staff of life. 
He is a systematic farmerand his crops shows 
thorough cultivation. In addition to his 
farming operations, Mr. Ragan in conducting 
successfully a country store. 

THE LYILE BROTHERS 

After leaving Mr. Ragan’'s field we entered 
the farm of the Lytle brothers. These young 
gentlemen have cultivated this year 50 acres 
in cotton and 25 acres in corn with two plows, 
and up tothe time the drouth set in, their 
prospects were fine. If the rainsshould come 
soon they will succeed in hauling a big pile of 
cotton to town this fall. Theirfarm has been 
carefully cultivated, a fact which shows that 
they have spent no idle moments since their 
crop was planted. 

JOHN L. ENGLISH. 

The last farm we visited during our trip was 
that of Mr. John L. English, of Pulaski. He 
justly bears the reputation of being one of the 
most successful and industrious farmers in his 
portion of the county. In fact-his neighbor 
say he laborstoo hard. He has a fine crop of 
both corn and cotton. His cotton crop covers 
160 acres and his corn 60 acres, all of which 
has-been thoroughly cultivated. If he gets 
rain soon he will make cotton ‘‘world without 
end.’’ His corn was plantedin February and 
matured before the drouth-set it.

It would be hard to find a farm in Georgia 
wiiere stock wa er cannot be saved from rain- 
tal!, or from = DbrvuoKks or Springs, at much less 
than the Hebrews and Colorado 
stuck raisers haye overcome. Western Texas 
is not balf so well irrigated for the growth of 
grass Orany grazing purpose as Georgia. There 
is meaning of great weight io the fact chat 
farmers in southern Georgia were able to send 
to Texas a surplus of four thousand five hun- 
dred head of cattle, by rail from Albany, be- 
tween April 20 and March 22, 13583, as stated 
in the Montgomery Advertiser. It reminds 
one of the exportation of hides and beef from 
Georgia when a colony, to the mother coun- 
try. The natural power for the development 
of bovine life, inherent in the climate can 
easily be made one hundred times more yval- 
uable to the industry of the state than the 
power which forms the cellular tissues,’ fine 
and beautiful they are, of sea island and up- 
land cotton. While congress printed over 
500,000 volumes of agricultural reports made 
by this right hand it was found impossible to 
get the facts which they contained properly 
studied... The work must be done Over again. 
How shall we satisfy the average farmer that 
agr'culture is an intellectual ca:ling and man 
an intellectual being? I have sought to place 
the tiller of the ground and the breeder of 
herds and flocks on a higher plane of physi- 
cal, social, moral and intellectual comfort. 
Happiness isa thing of life, not a thing of 
death, nor of degradation. Purity and duty

A Picture on Ocean’s Bosom—A Bald-

STOCKTON HoTEL, CAPE May,N. J., 
**Is the world growing fatter?’’ 

Iam tempted, as I sitin the piazza of this famous 
old house and watch the plump folks pass in end- 
less parade, to ask: 

‘Is there some advance in gastronomy or some 
new process of flesh—making by which the individ- 
ual avoirdupots is raised ?’’ 

A week at this sea coast resort give abundant rea- 
sons for such a belief. There are people of all degrees 
of fatness, from the waddlers to the merely plump. 
Broad shoulders and swelling necks, make the pre- 
vailing type of which one hundred and thirty 
pounds of female, mark the lowest manifestation. 
A rea)ly slender woman rises like an exclamation 
point from the wide and serene amplitude. 

Walter Taylor,a philosopher of direct methods,sug- 
gests that only women of pronounced plumpness 
dare to risk the semi-undress of the surf, and that 
these women flee to the mountains, where drapery 
isnot only an excuse but a necessity. I think 
there is something in this, for I notice that the 
slender girls are usually the underfed minors of a 
group, in which the family colors are carried by 
older aud plumper sisters.

Not more gracefully did they 
curl and splash and break and push about her 
ankles, than did she with girlish indecision falter 
from the shore. At last a breaker lifts its crest 
from the heaving bosom of the sea, and arching 
itself imperiously comes iushing towards her 
crackling and hissing as the sun and wind smite 
its snow white mane. She sees it, stoops almost 
in the shadow of the high reaching c’oud of foam, 
hastily wets her face and throat and 
with a. slight shiver, surrenders herself 
to the strong arms that shall be her encircling bul 
wark. Upshe goes, asthe breaker catches her, a 
mere swan’s feather in the tempest, her face white 
and her ferm rigid. Foran instant there is a blind- 
ing roar, a rush, aud a blotting out of sky and shore 
and sun—and then the breaker has gone thunder- 
ing up the beach. And there she lies, in the quiv- 
ering trough of the sea—a white lily pliant and 
beautiful, floating om the green water—with auro- 
ral pinks kindling in her pallid cheeks, her lips 
parted with quickened breath, and her eyes moist 
with a new and thrilling emotion. She is ‘*beyond 
the breakers’’ and close to the heart of the ocean. 

There are many scribes who hold that a bathing 
suitis unbecoming, and that women do not look 
well inthe surf. If lever sawa more charming 
sight than a woman, full of health and vigor and 
inuccerce, disporting herself in the wayes, I do not 
reuivmber it. J noted this morninga young matron, 
vi strikiug beauty, rolling and tossingin the surf, 
with her ihree children; and it made a picture that 
would have been ‘‘at once the delight and despair’’ 
of an artist. Her perfect figure, unrestrained and 
flexible, took the course of the billows as they rolled 
about her—and she romped and laughed, as much 
a child in heart and soul as the baby that clung to 
her ivory shoulders. There was another bather that 
caught my attention—ajpretty young woman witha 
wealth of sunny,red hair,that sparkled like gold to 
her waist before the bath, or rose in rich brown 
coils from the water as she swam in and out among 
the bathers. She made a remark that might be 
treasured as an apathegm of the surf: "I think,”’ 
she said, ‘‘ihere is nothing immodest here but affec- 
tation—nothing that will make you vonspicuous 
except self-consciousness.”’ 


A DAY ON THE COAST, 
It may interest Georgians, who are not sea-bath- 


ing people, to know just how a day is spent on the 
coast. Except{for those who take an ear!y sail or 
drive, the breakfast houris usvally 9 o’clock. The 
breakfast consists of canteloupes, peaches and grapes 
as a Starter; oysters, stewed,panned or fried; crabs, 
fried or deviled; Spanish mackerel and blue fish, 
broiled, and the usual ran of steaks, chops, breads, 
ete. After breakfast there isan hour of lounging in 
the breezy piazzas that look out on the ocean, read- 
ing the papers, or shopping. 

At 11 o’clock begins preparations for the bath 
which is the great event of the day. Women in 
loose wrappers, enveloped in light shawls, may be 
seen scudding along the piazzasand making for the 
bath houses—the men drifting leisurely in the 
same direction, and taking the last whiff of the 
morning cigar. The bath houses arearranged in 
avenues, each room being about eight square feet of 
space, and towels, hooks, a chairand a bucket of 
clear water. Atthe end of each avenue are open 
shower baths of fresh water under which the 
bathers may rinse off the sand and salt. By half 
past eleven the avenues are filled with 
bathers, waiting for partners or friends. The bath- 
ing suitsare all alike. For the ladies there is a 
loosely fitting garment in one piece, cut low in the 
neck, leaving the arms bare and ending in trousers 
that reach to the knee, about which they are tight- 
ly clasped. A Scant skirt reaching nearly to the 
kneeis tied about the waist, leaving the stocking 
exposed from the garter down. An oil skin cap 
catches the hairclosely, and a bright handkerchief 
is knotted over this, or hung loosely about the 
throat or waist. For the men there is asingle gar- 
ment be.ted at the waist,and reaching to the knees, 
leaving the legs bare, This is varied by wearing 
Scotch knee breeches and cream colored shirts, for 
therc are marine dudes as well as land dudes. 

After the bath there is an hour of sleep, follow 
ingaclaret punch or something stronger. And 
then dinner, elaborate and stylish, with terrapin 


added to the salt water delicacies that made break- 
fast memorable. The afternoon jis given to rest, 
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until five or six o’olock, when there are yachts for 
thos2 who wish to sail or carts for those who wish to 
drive. Lines of street cars with dummy engines 
offer excursionsto various points of interest. The 
sailingisexcellent. Inside the barthere is smooth 
water and still fishing, while outside is the rolling 
waves and capital trolling for bluefish. After the 
sail or drive comes supper, and then dancing in an 
immense open pavilion under eleciric light to the 
bestof music. All day long there is an indescriba- 
ble sense of rest and invigoration. The roar of the 
surf, the salty quality of the breeze, the drowsy 
motion of the waves,{the spacious piazzas, summer. 
houses. the long stretch of beach, all invite the 
tired man to repose and recuperation. 

Cape May is one of the pleisantest places on the 
coast, Its hotels are famous, the four largest hav- 
ing room for more than 4,000 guests. There are 
bath houses for 10.000 people, and one train fre- 
quently brings in a thousand new visitors. I have 
never heard of a summer resort at which you did 
not sleep under blankets more or less suppositions, 
on July nights. Here the blankets are real and 
are needed four nights out of six. 

THE GEORGIA COLONY AT CAPE MAY. 

It may interest your readers to know that the 
colony of forty odd Georgians at this hotel, hap- 
pily reinforced by Mrs. John Romard, and Mr. and 
Mrs. George Schaefer, is fairly holding its own. 
They have rooms clustered togetherin one wing of 
the Stockton, a whole avenue of bath houses, and 
a group of tables inthe dining room. They aresuf- 
ficient unto themselves for enjoyment, but have 
made many pleasant acquaintances outside. A 
complimentary german was given them last night, 
and a handsome garden party in their honor is an- 
nounced for to-morrow. In the dance, im the 
bath, on the ocean or the promenade, the ladies 
of the party maintain thé reputation of the empire 
state for lovely and accomplished women. As to the 
men, they are usually on deck. Mr. Henry Porter 
astonished the beach the day of ourarrival by 
rushing into the surf with a raised umbrella over 
him. He explained by saying: ‘‘The top of my 
head, which is the only partof me! can’t hide un- 
der the water, is bald—and its umbrella or blister, 
with me.’’ Finding the umbrella unhandy, he 
adopted various head-gear, ending with an im- 
mense straw hat, fiercely cocaed upin front, that 
converts the elegant conservative banker into an 
Italian brigand, that would be arrested if caught 
lounging about his own bank vaults. In this all- 
sufficient rig he swims iike a duck, and is at once 
the life and the counsel of the party. Walter Tay- 
lor, ia emulation of Mr. Porter's brigandish turn, 
appears for the bath every morntng with blood-red 
feet, borrowed from his. scarlet socks, but 
sacrifices his bucconeering ambition by 
holding his nose when he takes a breaker. Ben 
Hill, under cover of an overcoat, takes on fiesh 
rapidly, and thinks of entering forthe light-weight 
championship. He is making a choice collectian of 
seaside photographs that will be valuable for ref- 
erence. Professor White has developed into an old 
salt, and sails the boat while the captain collects 
fare. Ina lovely suit of duck, cut sailor-wise, he 
poses as Ben Bolt, and in his bathing suit answers 
to the call of Dick ‘Deadeye. Beverly Wrenn, who 
was omnipotent by rail, has laid aside his leader- 
ship for awhile, and is heartily enjoying his first 
vacation of twenty years. Henry Smith, of Rome, 
appeared yesterday in what Mr. Porter called ‘‘a she 
bathing suit,’’ having inadvertenly entered the 
wrong bath house and slipped into the suit there 
outspread. The history of his subse yuentadventures 
is now being written for private circulation. Dick 
sou is of course au fait here as elsewhere, and rides 
the waves like a thing of life. The young men 
of the party, Rucker, Grant and Brooke’ 
are favorites everywhere. It is reposted that a 
charming lady offered a Jersey calf to any one who 
would introduce Rucker to her. In short, the 
whole crowd is happy. A party, needing rest more 
urgently and getting it more thoroughly, never 
went on a summer frolic. 

As I hurry through these lines. to catch the mail, 
the sounds of music enter my window. Just below 
me, on the platform, perhaps half a thousand dan- 
cers are whirling in the waltz. Above them, the 
stars, Clear and constant, stud the faultless blue. 
Beyond, the ocean rolls in measurless sweep, roar- 
ing on the main or whispering en the beach. A 
row of lamps set along the shore shine like yellow 
eyes in the mess of foam that comes heading 
from the depths of the outer 
darkness, mingled with the hoarse 
murmur of the ocean, come tbe light shouts and 
laughter of the dancers, cruckling against its deep 
monotore, as foamin the surface of the sea. It ig 
asa cricket chirping amid the sighing of the trees, 
the clamor of a moment breaking in upon the eter- 
nal harmony. When every voice that rises from 
that court to-night, strenuous or limpid, ardent or 
soft, whether the voice of a love or hate, the lisping 
accents of childhood or the faltering word of age— 
when all are stilled and forgotten, and the window 
in which I sit shall have crumbled into dust and 
the yellow eyes of the lamps have been blotted out, 
the voice of the ocean will still be uplifted and its 
everlasting diaposon, throw into relief the fleeting 
generations. Therefore, while we live, let us live.

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THE WARS OF THE CREEKS. 


The Nation Divided Into Two Sections, Roth of Which 
want to Secede. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., August 4.—An Indian Terri- 
tory special says: The differences between the 
Creek Indians are by no means adjusted, and it is 
claimed that the United States government will be 
forced to arbitrate the trouble. The tribe is divided 
into factions, one led by Spesche and the other by 
Checole, and denominated as the Northern and 
Southern Creeks. The former control the local 
government andclaim a majority of the people. 
The latter are making an effort to separate forever 
from the Checoie party and at a recent and largeiy- 
attended convention passed resolutions requesting 
tne United States government to maintain the troops 
now stationed at different points in the Creek coun- 
try, announcing that they, the northern Creeks, 
had elected achief and organized a local goveru- 


ment, and craving military protection, and urging 
congress at its next session to divide the Creek Na- 
tion by a line running eastand west so that the 
contending parties may have their own land and 
manage their own affairs. They also refused to at- 
tend the pacification meeting held at Ockmulgee 
on the 27th ult , claiming thatit had been organ- 
ized in the interest of the southern 
Creeks, and would, therefore, be unable to give 
them justice. The resolutions were signed by 
Spesche, chief of the local Creeks, and twenty five 
leading men,and are generally indorsed by the 
northern Creeks. The idea of secession from the 
southern wing of the tribe is gaining ground rap- 
idly. The adherents of Spesche claim it is the only 
way to effectually adjust their local troubles, and 
that unless it is done internecine war will continue 
until the entire tribe isexterminated. It is expect- 
ed that the commissioners appointed by President 
Arthur to inquire into the causes of the late local 
dificulties will consider the question of division 
and pernage favor the change. Inany event, it 
will be necessary to maintain troops in the Creek 
country to prevent further factional fighting. 


OVER NIAGARA. 


A Canadian’s Preparations for the Terribie Trip Over 
the Falls. 

WASHINGTON, August 4.—One Dr. Richardson, a 
Canadian, now residing in Washington, announces 
to-day that some time this month he will go over 
Niagara falls. He says he will accomplish the feat 
by aid of a mechanical device which he has invent- 
ed—a silken bag seven feet long and four feet 
through, to be inflated with gas and strapped to his 
back. He says: ‘‘Everything in readinees, I will be 
rowed to a point in the river near Goat island, 
where I will jump overboard and float toward the 
falls. When I reach the edge of the rocks over 
which the waters fall, I will be moving as rapidly as 
the water, and as my- body will be very much light- 
er, it will shoot right out into the air, and I will 
decend tive or six yards beyond the wall of water. 
When I reach the water below I will float down to 
the spot where Captain Webb jumped in the other 
day and strike out for the Canadian shore. About 
a half-mile above Goat island there is a prominent 
bluff on the Canadian side. It is about 150 feet 
high and is very nearly perpendicular. One day 
last week I adjusted my apparatus and jumped off. 
I descended in a direct line as steadily and at about 
the same speed as ordinary hotel elevators move. 
The water was only four feet deep at the base of 
the bluff and I had no trouble in making a safe 
landing.’’ Dr. Richardson is said to be a man of

THE COLORED MEN. 


A Defection In Favor of Judge Hoadly in Ohio Proebd 
able. 

WASHINGTON, August4.—There has been consid- 
erable talk recently of a probable defection among 
the colored voters of Ohio who have hitherto sup- 
ported the republican ticket almost solidly, and 
Judge Hoadly’s friends, some of whom begin te ex- 
hibit claimiug qualities, say that their favorite wil] 
make very heavy inroads upon the colored vote. 
The Afro-American, a newspaper which is edited 
and conducted in the interests of the colored 
face, has been removed from Columbus to 
Cincinnati, This paper has become 
@ Hoadly journal. Its nominal _— editor 
is Herbert Clark, ason of Peter Clark, one of the 
best known colored citizens of Cincinnati, where 
he has occupied an honorable position in connec- 
tion with the public schools for many years’ Itis 
asserted by those who are thoroughly familiar 
with the literary style of the father that he is the 
author of the Hoadly editorialsin the Afro-Ameri- 
can, and itis well known that he is strongly in favor 
of the democratic candidate for governor. 

One of the most influential colored citizens of 
Ohio, aman whose appointment to an important 
diplomatic post was recommended to President 
Hayes and to President Garfield, was asked what in 
his opinion would be the extent of the influence 
exerted by the Afro-American and the amount of 
the defection of t he colored vote from the repub 
lican ticket next fall. 

He replied in substance as follows: ‘The influ- 
ence of Peter Clarkisan unknown quantity to be 
sure, but 1 donotexpect it will be very great this 
year; by no means as great as it has been on former 
occasions when he has bolted the republiczen ticket. 
Wheh Judge West was candidate for gov’ nor some 
years ago, Clark placed himself at the head of the 
labor party, so called, and | _ think he 
was instrumental in Judge West's 
defeat. The colored vote in Ohio 
can be depended upon, I think. While there have 
perhaps been some real causes of dissatisfaction 
among the colorea voters of Ohio, they have gen- 
erally been loyal to the republican cause. I have 
good reasons to believe they will beso now. There 
are 34,000 colored voters in Ohio, and {do not be- 
lieve 6,0.0 will vote for Hoadley.”’ 

‘TI hear it suggested that the democrats will at- 
tempt to capture the colored convention, which is 
to be held at Louisville next month,’’ remarked the 
correspondent. 

‘Well, Ido not think they will succeed: I am 
notaconvention man, butI donot believe the men 
who assemble at Louisville will sell themselves. 
Even if they should, however, it would mean noth- 
ing. Their resolutions will be merely the indi- 
vidual expressions of these present. The conven- 
tion will be in no sense a representative body of 
colored men, and whatever the delegates may re- 
solve, that fact should no: be forgotten.”’ 


AN ANCIENT CLAIM. 


Virginia Demands a Deposit of Money From the 
United States Under an Act Passed ia 1586. 
W.ASHINGTON, August 4.—A demand has been 
presented to the secretary of the treasury, on behalf 
of the state of Virginia, that he deposit with the 
treasurer of Virginia $732,809, being the fourth in- 
staliment of the amount directed to be deposited 
by the thirteenth and fourteenth sections of the 
act of June 23, 1836, entitled an act to regulate th 


4 
deposits of public money. By these sections it 
was directed that the surplus revenue that 
should be in the treasury on January 1, 1837, after 
reserving $5,000 000, which surplus was ascertained 
to be $.7,468,859,should be deposited with the states, 
then twenty-eight in number, according to their 
representation, in four quarterly installments dur- 
ing the year 1837,and to remain with such states 
until necessarily called for by the secretary to mee 
appropriations by congress. 

The first three installments were so deposited, 
butthe payment of the fourth was subsequently 
pustponed by congress until January 1, 183). here 
not being at the latter date a sufficient sum in the 
treasury, not subject to charges, which had been 
befo.e imposed by congress, Secretary Levi Wood- 
bury failed to make final doposit, stating, however, 
that he should feel bound to make it whenever 
there should thereafter be sufficient sum in the 
treasury, which could be so applied. As there has 
never since that time until within the present de- 
cade been a sufficient sum in the Uuited Stares 
treasury not subject to other charges, that could be 
so used, such deposit has never been made with the 
states. In 1841 the act of June 23, 1836, was repealed, 
expressly reserving, however, the thirteenth and 
fourteeuth sections, and it is contended that they 
aie now in force. This claim involves the questiou 
of deposit with other states, which in all amounts 
to over hine millions. 

fhe attorneys for the state of Virginia claim to 
have documents and other evidence showing it to 
be the duty of the secretary of the treasury to make 
this deposit on the demand of the State, and will 
argue the question before him soon after his return. 
rhe attorneys are proceeding under the act of the 
Virginia legislature authorizing contracts to be 
made for the collection ot this and other claims, 
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THE STRIKING OPSRATORS. 


Notices Served on the Haliroadsa—The Condition of 
Business. 

Ngw YorK, August 4.—The announcement that 
the brotherhood of telegraphers would serve a bill 
of grievances tu-day upon the Delaware, 
wania and Western railroad company in behalf of 
the railroad operators in the employ of that line 
did not appear to cause much apprehension in the 
company’s offices. During the mornirg no com- 
mittee of the brotherhood made its appearance, and 
it Was thought that the announcement was prema- 
(ure, asthe operators of the company have given 
no indication of dissatisfaction with their 


work or wa.es. The officers of the company stated 
thatin case any such action was taken by the 
brotherhood, they would probably refuse to listen 
to the demaud. Thecompany is under contract to 
take the Western Union commercial business, it 
was said, and any refusal on the part of the opera- 
tors to transmit such business would 
meet with ae? dismissal from _ service. 
The same is sai to be true with tegard 
to the Louisville and Nashville railroad. At the 
Western Union office there was noindication of any 
new developments, and the position maintained by 
the company since the strike is strietly adhered to. 
Stories circulated by the strikers regarding the con- 
dition of affairs at the Western Union office were 
reported to be untrue. There were occasional de- 
lays, it was said, but these were of frequent occur- 
rence before the strike. This morning there were 
250 operators at work, and business to 
all points was moving smoothly. At 
a meeting of the striking telegraphers this after- 
noon, Chairman Mitchell stated that the bill of 
grievances had been presented to-day to the officers 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western railroad 
by the telegraphers employed by the road, and 
that bills of grievances would also be presented to- 
day by the telegraphers employed by the roads 
leading out of Chicago. Mr. Mitchell said he 
thought the telegraphers in the employ of the 
Chicago and Alton railroad would strike this after- 
hoon.

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POSTAL TELEGRAPHY. 


The Need for Geverument Lities Agitated by Some 
Husiness Men. 

WASHINGTON, August 4.— Business men in this, as 
well as other cities, are loud in their demands for 
protection againstthe Western Union company, 
They now claim that itisthe duty of tue govern- 
ment to step in and provide that wholesome 
and proper competition which alone can liberate 


the public from the grasp of the Western Union. 
All the leading journals from every section of he 
country received here to-day favor the establish- 
ment of a postel telegraph system, and the fact that 
the question is being so widely discused is strong 
evidence that the statement § in trade 
circles has great weight, The 
plan advocated by Senators Edmunds 
sherman, and Platt looks to the building of an in 
dernendent government line to be operated as an 
adjunct to the mail service. The goyerument line 
would enable a person to telegraph a letter _ustead 
of sending by it railroad: the telegraphed letters 
would be delived in the ordiuary course of mail 
delivered at the point of destination. The general 
Sentiment seems to be an expectation § that 
not many more weeks will pass_. before 
the press all over the ceuntry will urge the consid- 
erntion of a postal telegraph by congress next win- 
ter. The claim is madethat under the present 
state of affairs there can be no free competition in 
private telegraphy as long asthe Western Union 
company coutiuues to gobble comveting compa- 
nies. 
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MURDER WILL OUT. 


A Man Arrested for a Murder Committed Seventeen 
Years Ago. 

WIHIEELING, W. Y., August 4.—Seventeen yearsago 
all eastern Man came to Washington county, made 
his headquarters at Matamoras, going into the sur- 
rounding country to purchase oil lands, seemed to 
have plenty of money, drove good horses and sud 
deply disappeared. His horses, wagon and gold 
watch were foundin possessiop of aman named 
Ward, who claimed to have purchased them from 
the owner, but many persons suspected he had 
mordered the speculator, and suspicions strengthen- 
ed when Ward, who had been a poor farmer, 
sold out and came to Matamoras, where 
he purchased a hotel and made a display of money 
outof keeping with his previous poverty. ‘lhe 
matter was never pressed. Four years ego Ward 
died. Another man took sick this spring, never 
suspected of complicity in the matter—George West, 
a leading merchantand highly respected business 
man, wholived about four miles west of Matamoras. 
He has just died, and on his deathbed confessed to 
the murder of the speculator. He said aman named 
Kirkbride, who now runs a butcher-shopin Mata 
moras, was concerned in the murder, Ward and he 
holding the victim while Kirkbride cut his throat, 
The body was then thrown into awell. The well 
was searched, the skeleton found and Kirkbride ar- 
rested and is nowin jail. The excitement in the 
Vicinity is intense. 


KU-KLUX IN TENNESSEE, 


Masked Maurauders Again Make Their Appearance 
in That State. 

WAR TRACE, Tenn., August 4.—Masked midnight 
marauders have made ,their appearance again in 
tnis vicinity, after remaining silent for five years. 
Last night a party of a dozen or more went to the 
house of one Clanton,a white wood chopper, living 
four miles out on the Shelbyville branch. They 
broke his door down and carried him and his 
wife out in different directions about fourfhundred 
yards from the house. They made Clanton strip 
his back bare,and kneel down, and four men 
gave him four blows each with a seasoned hack- 
berry brush. His hack to-day looked like a skinned 
beef, He says they gave his wife two blows. 
They warned him tO leave in twenty-four hours. 
A perty of masked men also visited the cabin of

WASHINGTON, August 4:—The commissioners of 
emigration of New York have made a report to the 
treasury in regard tothe remonstrations of the 
British government to the return of several aided 


emigrants from Ireland, on the ground that they 
were paupers. The reports and accompanying 
affidavits made by the returned emigrants show that 
they have no saletives in the United States, and 
that they were taken from the house at Cohiociocen, 
where*they had been inmates for years; that they 
were unable to take care of themselves, and de- 
Sired to return to Ireland. Consul-General 
Stephens, at Smyrna, in a communieation to the 
national board of health, gives it as his opinion 
thatthe plague is not Asiatic cholera, and gives 
reasous for his opinioas.

TUMBLING 


BOOTS AND SHOES 
FEARFULLY. 


The Story of the Shoe Houss thet Shaw Built. How 
He Reached Out for Every Hide in the Lane, 
and Fivally Heid More Loather thst He 
Conld Manage--Strange Manipu! stione. 


boston, August 4.—Ata meetircg of the creditors 
of F. Shaw & Bros., held recently, the firm, it is 
said, placed their liabilities, including the accom- 
modation paper and everything that could come 
under the head of indebtedness, at $3,200,000, and 
their assets at $1,000,000, nearly all of which is im- 
mediately convertible. The failure is laid to the 
fact that the house found its paper hard to nego- 
tiate, and chose to rightits affairs by a suspension 
of business 

‘The remarkable feature of the failureof Fay- 
ette Shaw and Brothers of Boston, with liabilities of 
$3,060 000,"’ said a veteran of ‘‘the swamp,’’ “is the 
fact that firms which in the legitimate course of 
trade would naturally owe them money, and 
whose paper is among their assets. are said to be 
involved by the failure. It looksa little odd that 
if l owe you money in legitimate dealings, and you 
faii, I should fail because you failed. 
the truth is known, it is very simple. 
that some of the notes on which the 
raised money, though on their face given in the 
regular course of trade, were in reality given for 
leather not delivered,aud merely for the purpose of 
enabling the Shaws to raise money. 
really represented futuresin leather. 

‘‘The Shaws did business on a colossal scale. They 

had tive tanueries in New York, six in the province 
of New Brunswick, seven in Maine, seven in the 
province of Quebec, and extract works in varicus 
pase. They said that they tanned a million and a 
ialf sidesa year, and they were undoubtediy the 
largest operators in the World in sole leather. They 
owned bundreds of acres of woodlaud in the 
United States and Canada, and employed thousands 
of mev, women and children. The tirm cousisted 
of Fayette Shaw, of Newton, Mass., Brackley Shaw, 
of Montreal, and Wiliiam Shaw, of Maine. The 
latter died abouta year ago, but his interest in the 
concern was continued by his heirs, 

‘The Shaws have always been an enigmain the 
business, and their stupeudous operations have in 
& great measure controlled the leather trade of the 
country. They were the largest buyers of hides, 
and their immense purchases kept the price of hides 
high, They bought and manufactured immense 
quantities of goods which were often forced on the 
market, thus keeping the price of leather down 

‘‘In the course of their gigantic business much 
capital was locked up, and they needed ready 
money to go on and keep up their stock with. it is 
estimated that the prop-rty in the hands of the as- 
signee is worth in the neighborhood of $3,000,000. 
The large amount of notes of the firm pnt upon the 
marketlong ago aroused inquiry, if not suspicion, 
iu the trade. At one time tbeir paper afloat was 
Stated to be over $1,750.00U. Suddenly the trade was 
informed that the amount had been reduced to 
$750,000, and the way it was done is the novel 
feature of the failure. This was the way of it: 
The Shaws would sa#y toone of their customers: 
‘“Hidesare goingto be higher. Wecan buy now 
at lowrates,and bythe time you want to use the 
leather we can haveit ready and supply youata 
low rate. Give us the use of your notes so that we 
cau raise the money on them.’’ This looked like a 
profitable thing for the customer, because it appar- 
eutly secured him acertainty of a supply of leather 
aut fixed rates, so that he could make long contracts 
for manufecturing goods, and merely by lending 
the use of his name. Ove firm, customers of the 
Shaws, advanced 00,000 of uotes in this 
way. ‘The practical result of this was that gradually 
the notes of the Shaws disappeared from the mar- 
ket, and the notes of their customers replaced thei. 
hese notes, being apparently given in the regular 
course of trade, were readily discounted at the 
banks,and comprise a large part of the assets. One of 
the firms thus involved with the Shaws was Charles 
W. Copeland & Co., boot and shoe manufacturers 
of Brocton and Boston, who have failed for $1,000,- 
v0. They employed 1,000 bunds. and have various 
branches and factories which will be involved in 
tne failure.

last, the Shaws made a state- 
ment of their business, which was intended to 
strengthen their credit. By this statement itap 
peared that they had on hand leather worth $9s4,- 
500. 150,000 cords of bark, worth $600,00C, and cash 
assets, accounts and bills receivable which brought 
the assets to $3,179,256, with liabilities of only $737,- 
000. In addition to this they asserted that they had 
other, assets, cousisting of real estate and personal 
property, Which gave thema Clear surplus of $2,362, - 
256 on paper. Of course this was not acandid 
statement, and any one familiar with the tanning 
business could see the flaws init. The details 
showed that a good deal of the property in their 
possession was p.edged to secure the notes on which 
they had raised money. Itis not impossible that 
ifthe assets are carefully managed the assignees 
may be able tommake agood showing, Dut forced 
sales would be disastrous, not- only wo the Shaw 
estate, but to the leather trade. 

‘So far as it affects the New York market the re- 
sult will be beneficial. It will make trade more 
healthy and teud te confine business to legitimate 
channels. However unkind it may seem, New 
York dealers cannot help feeling that the Shaw 
failure clears the business atmosphere. Few deal- 
ers here will lose by it. One good result will be 
that a rather reckless buyer of hides will be 
removed Hides will now be bought by those 
who intend to pay for them, and are 
able to do so. Another good result wili 
be that numerous quantities of leather 
will not be forced on the market at low prices,. 
keeping the market down below paying rates. 
Men who pay one hundred cents on the dollar 
camnot compete with a firm that promises to pay 
for hides more than they are worth and sells leath- 
er for less than its cost. For a longtime New York 
dealers have been told by their customers, ‘ We 
can buy cheaper of Shaw,’ and thus prices have 
been forced down below paying rates. 

“Itis not alleged that the Shaws have been dis- 
honest. They have had the confidence of those 
who knew them. They have notsquandered money 
in riotous living. Fayette Shaw had a fine place at 
Newton, and built a nice house for one of his 
daughters; andis now building one for another. 
He had some good horses, but he was advised to 
getthem by his physician. The _ record of the 
house is good. The father of the present members 
of the firm owned a tannery thirty years ago in 
Cummington, Mass. He broughtup his boys to 
the business, and they know it thoroughly. A\l- 
though the vresent firm was formedin Is82, they 
have been in business underthe same firm name 
for the past twenty-five years. The Boston house 
was established by Fayette Shaw, who was the 
master spirit ofthe concern. The Monereal house 
was establtshed by Brackley Shaw. 

‘*The firm has mace an assignment to Ferdinand 
A. Wyman, of Hyde Park, Mass., who has had 
charge of the New York state bu-iness. The assets 
in his hands consist of property in four counties in 
Maine and three counties in New York, and prop- 
erty in Boston and in Canada. The Canada prop- 
erty consists of four stores in Notre Dame stre t, 
Montreal, subject to $52,000 mortgage, and all the 
tanneries in Warden, Waterloo, Mowdock, Roxton, 
Adamsville, Simpson and Drummondsville. A 
meeting of the crediiors will be held in a few days, 
and untilitisheldand ascheduleis made up of 
the asuets and liabilities nothing definite can be 
known about them. Of one thing you may be cer- 
tain, however, that this failure has dealt a heavy 
blow to futures in leather.’’ 

ANOTHER HOUSE GIVES WAY. 

The announcement will be made in the morning 
that the large leather firm of Henry, Whittier & 
Wyman, doing business on Federal street, has fail- 
ed, with liabilities of half a million dollars. The 
suspension, itis stated, was not brought about by 
the recent heavy failures in that line of trade, but 
is due entirely toother causes. 

THE FAILURE OF CHARLES W. CLEMENTS. 

New York, August 4.—Charles W. Clements’ shoe 
factory of Dover, New Hampshire, was attached 
this morning by the deputy sheriff on two writs in 
favor of the Boston bank for $31,000. Clements had 
for a special§partner, Fayette Shaw, and had facto- 
ries in Dover, Brockton, Randolph, Rockland, 
Haverhill and Lymn. It is generally believed that 


this failure would not have occurred but for 
Shaw’s failure. Clements’s factory is the largest in 
the city and contributed greatly toits prosperity. 
In regard to the failure in leather, the Commercial 
Bulletin says: ‘*fhetroublesin the shoe and leath- 
er trade at the east, if we correctly comprehend the 
facts of the situation, are not of 
a character to excite commercial dis- 
trust. As we had occasion to re- 
mark a day or two ago, the leather trade itself is 
sound, stocks. are moderate, the demand is fairly 
active for the season, and prices are well sup- 
orted. Clearly, therefore, the causes of the col- 
apsé must be looked for beyond the sphere of le- 
gitimate trade; and, as heretofore intimated, those 
causes are traceable to the identification of one of 
the principal suspended houses—that is to say, the 
one whose suspension seems to have impaired the 
stability of all the others—with Mexican and south- 
western railway commitments, which have much 
less to do with the shoe and leather manufacture 
than they had with the stock market in Wall 
and State streets. The collapse of this con- 
cera brought down several others, who ap- 
pear likewise to have been identified with all sorts 
of enterprises anything but in line with the leather 
trade. We noteone in particular, who commenced 
the hide and leather business with a trifling capital, 
but who in a marv2lously short space of time man- 
aged to become identified with varioug enterprises 
tuat had only the remetest relatiouship to that bus- 
iness. The latter, asa matter of course, became 
over-weighted by the former, and when the house 
upon which it was leaning withdrew its support. in 
the vain hope of saving itself, a breakdown was in- 
evitable. A further analysis discloses the fact 
that, outside of shoes and leather, one 
of these firms had embarked a larger 
proportion of its capital in the manufacture of 


miscellaneous patent articles, necessltating in turm 
real estate inuumbrances and the purchase of cost- 
ly machinery—all of which was, in fact, outside of 
the leather trade. And ifthe analysis could be 
applied tothe entire list, there is every reason to 
presume that a similar exhibition of too many 
irons in the fire would be uncovered. Hence, we 
repeat, thatitis misleading to impute this class of 
business embarrassments to some special unsound. 
ness in regular trade or manufactures. 
We fail to detect the unsoundness 
there. It would be nearer the fact to 
ascribe or to trace them to uncommercial adven- 
tures, and the imprudent assumption of risks 
which it is difficult to countenance upon any 
principle of legitimate merchanting. If this be ad- 
mitted, as we think it must be, thereis no basis 
for the assumption that these failures are symp- 
tumaticof an unhealthy condition of the particu- 
lar trades and industries which they most immedi- 
ately affect. These unquestionably will experi- 
ence more or less Serious jerangementas a conse- 
quense of financial distrust; but. in the nature of 
things, itcan only be temporary, and restricted to 
comparatively uarrow limits, 
ENGLISH TRADE. 

LONDON, August 4 —The Economist of this week 
says: The rate of discount for bank bills, sixty 
days to three months, 3 3-4 per cent., and for trade 
bills, sixty days to six months, 3 7-S—43 8 per cent. 
Stocks have been quiet during the week. The 
‘leather failures in America depressed American 
Securities. Erie preferred was 2 longer; Norfolk 
and Western preferred, and St. Louis and San 
Francisco, 1; Wabash 1-2 and do. preferred 1 1-2.

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THE WORLD ABROAD. 


A French Picot—Hungariae Hestlilty—The Pope and 
France. 

Lonpon, August 4.—The Paris correspondent of 
the London papers do not consider the plot to re- 
store the monarchy in France of a serious character. 
Twoccachmen, who were arrested, had papers in 
their possession which indicate the existence of a 
secret legitimist committee of action. The Standard 
says this committee consisted of servants and smail 
tradesmen. The Paris Temps treats the matter as 


without importance. 

The Temps, referring to the plot to restore the 
monarchy in France, says: The official report de 
clares that a political organization, possessed of 
various means of action, exists in France, ap- 
parently patronized by the legitimists chiefs. The 
public prosecutor has been instructed to conduct 
the trial of the arrested conspirators. evveral 
legitimists will be examined. 

A despatch tothe Exchange telegraph company 
from Paris says: M.Challomel Locaur. miuister of 
foreign affairs, has had an interview with Marquis 
Tseng,Chinese ambassador, and itis said the former 
demanded the withdrawal of the Chinese troops 
from the Tonquin frontier. 

Negotiations between the vatican and Francein 
regard to religious affairs have, through a letter of 
President Grevy, resulted in an accord ou the prin- 
cipal questions at issue. Instructions in accordance 
with the arrangement made have been sent to the 
papal nuncio at Paris. 

THE EARTHQUAKE 

LonNDoN, August 4.—Four persons wer. rescued 
alive from the ruins in Ischia yesterday. Another 
shock was felt yesterday afternoon. 4 he alarm had 
previously been raised and the people had fled to 
the open grounds. On returning, they found that 
their dwellings had been plundered. Twelve rob- 
bers were subsequently arrested. 

Another earthy uake was felt at the towns of Toris 
and Ischia, on the island of, Isebia, at 2:50 o'clock 
this afternoon. Several houses at Toris collapsed. 
Three persons who were buried in the ruins were 
extricated alive. Queen Victoria has seut a tele- 
gram to King Humbert teudering her sympatby 
with the Italian people cver the recent catastrophe 
in Ischia. King Humbert, in reply, has thanked 
the (Queen for her sympathy, saying that Italy re- 
gards the English with feelings of the warmest 
friendship. 

IRISH AGIFATION. 

Lonpon, August 4.—The Times publishes a letter, 
which states thatthe Irish na'ional league has d>- 
cided to call aserics of conventions in all the coun- 
ties of Ireland, with a view to choosing a cestral 
executive council. Arrangements are being made 
to resume the paganda for mare an Lri:h par- 
liament, a peasant proprietary, and the adoption of 
other “measures desired by the Irish. It is also in- 
tended to hold in theautumn of 1881 a general con- 
vention of Irish societies, throughout the world 

it is stated that the informers, Kavanagh, Joseph 
Hanlon and Joseph Smith, were prevented from 
landing at Melbourne, because a plot to murder 
them pad been discovered. A certain telegram 
about them was recently. sent to the Irish residents 
of Melbourne. 

In the final examination of O'Donnell the box 
was produced belonging to the prisoner, labeled 
Cape fown,and c taining a wood cut of Carey and 
a paper of American citizenship.

HUNGARIAN FANATICISM. 

LONDON, August 4 —there is great excitement in 
Hungary, the result of the trial of the Jews accused 
of murdering Esther Tolymosi, at Presburg. A 
mob of anti-semitics gathered, and became so hos- 
tile in their demonstration against the Jews that 
the authorities were compelled to order out the 
military to disperse them. 

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. ~ 

MosBILE, August 4—Revenue cutter, Forward, 
while on acruise outside Sand Island, off Moble 
bay, yesterday, spoke the Norwegian bark Vasco De 
Gama. from Veaa Cruz, with yellow fever on board. 
The sick were reported as convalescing and need- 
ing no assistance. The bark was prohibited from 
coming nearer than 10 miles from Mobile bar, and 
the pilot was not allowed to go on board. She was 
ordered to Ship Island, and set sail at once with 
fair wind. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 4 —Five deaths from chol- 
era occurred in Alexandria yesterday. 

Simia, August 4.—The Indian government will 
send to Egypt seven doctors and forty assistants. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 4—The international 
sanitary council will impose twenty-five days 
quarantine on vessels which have had cases of 
cholera on board, Other rigid restrictions have also 
been enforce. d. 

AUSTRALIAN AMBITIONS. 

Lonpon, August 4.—The Australian agents gen- 
eralin London have presented a long statement of 
Lord Derby, minister of the colonies, relative tothe 
reasons of the Australians for desiring the annexa- 
tion of, or the establishment of a protectorate over 
the western Pacific islands anda portion of New 
Guinia. They point out that anarchy is existing 
there, and the danger of the establishment 
of a French penal settlement. The agents 
general give direct assurance that the 
colonies will recognize the necessity of 
contributing to the cost of the policy they ask Eng- 
land to pursue, and are willing to place themselves 
in a position to act unitedly in the matter, and in 
concert with England, although they can’t hastily 
decide the large question of federation. The Daily 
News, in an edituria!, reviews favorably the paper 
presented by the agents gen eral to Lord Derby.

We observed a patch of 
six or eight acres of cotton. planted in June, 
aiteracrop of rye had been cut oft, hip or 
waist bigh, growing vigorously and in bloom, 
the yield of which the proprietor thinks will 
be at least one bale per His corn was 
planted in February and is good, the dry 
weather was too late to injure it materially, 
his fodder was nearly all gathered and housed, 
his pea cropwas quite promising. By early 
planting and proper cultivation the drouth 
has done no great damasge, and perhaps an 
average yield is promised. 

Besides these, he raises abundant crops of 
oats, rve and wheat, with whica his barns 
are now filled. His orchards are of a choice 
selection of choice fruits. He also raises a 
great deal of pork. Noone has better horses 
and mules, and many of these he raises him- 
self. He takes special care of his stock and 
they show it. He is im favor of no fence law 
and has kept up his stock of all kinds for 
Ptwenty vears.

THE PREI IMINARY TRIAL, 

Tbe case came_up for a preliminary hearing 
before Judge Wingfield on Tuesday.

M.S. Sherer, asisterof Mrs. Silvey, were pres- 
ent.

Snesaid; Children were out 
in tront yard playing—I heard them out there 
playing. Johnny had Hilly by shirt collar, 
and they were Knocking each other with their 
hands. Johnny pushed Hilly off from him 
and looked at bim and said there isa hole in 
my side, Repeated it four times. Johnny 
turned towards meand I met him and 
him by the hand and he said thereis a pole in 
my side, said Hilly threw a knife at him, 
said he could feel air coming through the 
hole. Johnny had no knife. I led him to 
back steps, remained there a little while and 
his mother came and took himin the house. 
Saw the wound in his side when in the house 
He lived until next day about 2 o’clock. He 
died. Boys were playing in front yard, Their 
tones were friendly. Don’t know whether I 
got round before he threw the knife. De 
ceased had been about three months in Lin- 
coln county. Day of cutting deceased was at 
school. Deceased brought peaches there 
Don't know what they were doing before play- 
ing began. Am confident they were playing, 
seemed to be striking each other in fun 
Howlett and Newton, their brothers, were al! 
present playing. Deceased said to me Hilly 
bad thrown his knife at him. Front and 
back doors were both open. I was_ in back 
door. They were near front door playing. 

Dr. Wm. Greeo sworn, says: I was called 
in as a physician to see Johnny Silvey. Ilex 
amined the wound. It was on leit side, 
about 8th rib. It passed through ribs 
Wound was made with a sharp pointed in- 
strument. Length of entrance not exceeding 
halfaninch. WhenI went back the second 
time was informed that he had had hemor- 
rhages. He vomited when I got back an 
amount of arterial blood. Onecould feel air 
escaping through such awound. If the knif- 
was thrustin and drawn out immediately. 
wound might close and no air escape, but if 
knife was turned around in wound, might 
feel air escaping at once. When I saw vomit 
and external symptoms I pronounced wound 
fatal. At last visit deceased was conscious of 
his condition and knew wound was fatal, and 
was rational. Mr. Gresham called after i did 
second time, and beforeI did third time. 
Deceased told me first time I was there that 
his brother threw his knife at him, said knife 
was shut up he thought when he threw it. 
He seemed not to know how Hilly inflicted 
the wound. External appearance yas 
smooth, incision at upper side, showed con-

‘ siderable contusion, which showed that in- 


strument had met with some obstruction at- 
tached to instrument. ‘It would have requitr- 
ed considerable force to have made the wound 
with the knife. If defendant had been stand- 
ing up with knife in his hand he had suffici- 
ent strength to have made wound with knife. 
It would take a violent blow. I discovered 
that knife had penetrated lower lobe of lung, 
through diaphragm and turned backwards 
and upward to near apex of heart. Knife 
went in straight and then down and then up, 
asif turned in wound. Deceased said in his 
dying declaration he had no malice towards 


his brother Hilly, nor did he seem to think 


Hilly had any towards him. His impression 
was that Hiily’s knife did it but he didn’t 
know how exactly, but was conscious the 
Knife was thrown. Deceased said he caught 
hold of Hilly after Hilly threw the knife, but 
didn’t know at the time that he was cut. I 
told deceased that Hilly said he had hold of 
him at the time he threw the knife. Deceas- 
ed said he didn’t, but took hold of him after- 
wards.

Asked about his 
future destiny. He did not express any hope 
ot recovering. A few minutes bi fore L asked 
any questions he asked for water. Some one 
told him not to drink water till the doctor 
came Said he wouldn't want any then. | 
asked him if be thought Hilly cut Lim in- 
terntionally. Said he didn’tknow. I asked if 
he thought Hilly was mad. Said he didn't 
know, he ree koned he Was

Here is a principal underlying this question, ana it 
Zoverus mie, and uot the fact ol railroad Corporauiols 
being either rich or poor. 

*'Laxaullon ul property and protection to property 
are reciprocal. Lhe protection is guaranteed only 
as au equivalent for aud upon the cousideration of 
the owner Of the property Having paid for that pro- 
tection. 

‘**Railroads are furnished equal protection with the 
na@tural subjectsof the State aud it follows asa 
sequence that tuey should pay in the same rativ for 
that protection. 

“Again, taxation and representation go together, 
indissolubly, iu well regulated repablics and to im- 
pose one or give the other without , both produces, 
antagonisms and endangers the welfare of the re- 
pubiic. ‘laxation withuut representation was ove 
of the chief complaiuis against the mother country, 
and representtion without taxation is the Corela- 
tive of that propositiou aud notatall calculated to 
promote goud feeling between the natural and arti- 
ficial person. 

‘Sut, senator, the opponents of the bill say the 
railroads this bil will ¢ffect uOw pay tax on the 
ad valurum basis to the state and this requires the 
additional burden of paying to the coun ics through 
which they run, and the same line of road will be 
subjected to the varied rates of the differnant 
couuties. 

“That is true, but it is requiring no 
more of them than is legitimate and proper. You 
and I are subjected 10 Doth state an jcounty tax, 
and the only difference is that we live in our coun: 
ty and they exist in many. The railroad corpora- 
tion is the creature of the people and the creating 

statute provides for its existeuce in every county 
‘through which they run, and it is paradoxical to 
my mind toelevate the Creature above the creator 
aud permitit toenjoy privileges and bene(its that 
you deny yourself. Now counties are but integral 
parts of une whole, and are laid out at the instance 
and will «fthe state for the well ordering of the 
whole, and whatever the state in the restricted 
sense exercises (he tax dominion over, in the way of 
property, the corallary to it is the rigat of the coun- 
ties to tax it, where thesitus is. ‘to make these 
local taxiug ‘districts aud withhold the power to 
impose the tax would be folly, and the right to the 
power is not questioned Jhatthe counties cannot 
rightfully aud constitutioua:ly impose it to the 
extentof their several rates upon all that portion of 
the road in their respective Counties is untenable, | 
think. ‘lhe personality of the company 
being constautiy shifted, it is compe 
ten. for ine legislature’ to declare tha 
itsuuals be up, ortioned forthe purposes of taxation 
iu any taancerit may think fit, nat would uot be 
mati te stly unjust. ‘this Dill proposes to apportion 
At accorualuy lo the number Ol miles of road bed in 
each county. 

“The property of the eo geen in each of the 
counties where located, aud through which the 
trains run, obtain the same immunity from vio- 
lence and destruction that your property does, and 
the doors cf the courts of each and every county 
are opeu tothem for redress against wrongs, the 
sanie as any natural citizen, and | have yet tu bear 
even a plausible argument agaiust the imposition 
of the tax proposed.’’ 

‘*But are there not some roads that can’t be reach- 
-ed by this bill, aud aresaved harmless frem previ- 
ous legislation taxing railroads for state purposes, 
in the restricted sense you speak of? 

Thatistrue. There are four railroad companies 
in Georgia thatare taxed, either upon the invest- 
ment made, or upon the net income, one-half per 
cent. Thatis contained in their respective charters 
and the exemption from other taxation thus given 
is one of the rare exceptions to the general 
rul@,that exe mptions from taxation,from State pol- 
icy, may be withdrawn when a like motive inel fines 
the le gislature to the opposite direction. 

‘But, I presume there are limitations to the char- 
tered privileges of these companies and they will 
have toask aremoval, and then they will come 
within the operation of the general law. Whether 
this be so ur not, it is no reason for extending an 
exemption to those who did not ask it, in the char- 
tered privileges obtained from the state, when all 
admit that special exemptions from taxation of 
property used forgain, is wrong in principle and is 

a transfusion of the life blood of the state into such 
‘a are so highly favored. 

“The present legislature has grantedseveral char- 
tersto build railroadsand mapyare being char- 
tered under the general law, and it is absolutely 
without the power of the legislature under our 
yresent conslituiton to grant them immunities 

rom taxation thatare incidental tothe uatural 
person. lam in favor, decidedly, of going as far 
back as possible in bringing the roads under the 
operation of the proposed law and impos- 
ing it expressly upon those to come in the future, 
and thus produce equalization in taxation upon 
all persons and property alike, as far as in our 
power lies 

“This is demanded b YY prince iple and the dictates 
of justice, and with one voice a)most the people call 
for it, and he who denies that ‘the voice of the peo- 
pleis the voice of God’ has paid little heed to the 
truth of history.’’ 

Lieutenant-Governor 

The senate has fixed next Tuesday as the 
day for the consideration of Senator Park’s bill to 
create the office of jieutenant governor. The Dill 
first received an adverse report from the judici 
ary committee and on a recommittal was reported 
back favorably. Several of the senatorsare very 
bitterly opposed to its passage simply from the 
fact that a change in the constitution will be nec- 
essary, and they do not desire to have our pres- 
ent constitution changed at all. A majority of 


a senate will undoubtedly vote for the passage 

the bill, but whether or not 
it will receive the necessary two-thirds vote, is 
yet to be determined. 

Senator Park’s yesterday, in speaking to a Consti- 
TUTION reporter of the bill, said that he thought the 
death of Gover: or Stephens and the campaign fol- 
lowing was enough to show the necessity of the 

e of the bill. 

“But this has only occurred twice in the history 
of the state.’’ 

“True,’’ he replied, “‘but the small compensation 
the lieutenant-governor would receive would. not 
amount to as much in fifty years, as would be the 


expense of holding one special election and having 
an extra session of the legislature.”’ 

‘What compeusation do you expect him tore- 
ceive?”’ 

“Simply the perdiem of the president of the 
senate. which otlice he wonld fill. This would 
give forty-four senators on the floor, to take part in 
the proceedings of that body, every district having 
then a representative on the floor. 

‘*Again,in the event of the death of the governor, 
his successor would have already been lelected by 
the entire people. The exvense and political ex 
citement incident tothe holdingofa special elec- 
tion to fill the vacancy would be avoided. and the 
affairs of the state would move on without any in- 
terruption whatever.’’ 

The bill receives a very favorable consideration 
in both branches of the legislature, and the indica- 
tions are that it will become a law.

PRACTICAL EDUCATION, 

The bill prepared by the committee on the 
school of technology should be promptly 
adopted by both branches of the general assem- 
bly. A very few.who have not kept pace with 
the world’s progress, may regard the whole 
matter as experivnental. This is because it is 
new to Georgia in the shape which the com- 
mittee propose to give it. But there is 
nothing experimental in a school of technolo- 
gy, nor isit altogether new to Georgia. A 
feeble, rather primitive, manfestation of con- 
fidence in the results of such a school has 
made itself felt at the state university, where 
a school of chemistry, physic, engineering 
and agriculture exists. 

There is no reason why a Georgia school of 
technology should not take advantage of the 
experience of successful institutions in Mas- 
sachusetts and other states of the north, 
instead of struggling along through the inter- 
mediate stages that lie between origin and 
success—no more reason, indeed, than that 
the man who proposes to send a message to 
New York should invent the telegraph. The 
schools at the north are successful. They are 
more than successful; they are educating 
young mento take charge of the common 
labor of the country, and give it intelligent 
direction. Thereis no reason why the insti- 
tute provided for in the committee's dill 
should gostumbling along in the wrong di- 
rection, or that the money to be invested by 
the state should 
the right has been mapped out by the pioneers 
who have brought this system of education 
to perfection. 

Nor is there any reason why the school 
should be organized on the primitive pian. 
So far as the appropriation may go, the in- 
stitute shuuld approximate the completeness 
to be found in the very best schools of this 
»character. The lack of funds—for the bill is 
yery modest in its demands—will neces- 
sarily circumscribe the proposed institute; but 
as far as it goes it should be as good as the 
best. When a-business man pays the toll 
necessary to send a message to New York, he 
‘reaps in an instant and almost without effort 
the results of years of investigation and labor. 
Thus it should be with the institute of tech- 
nology which we _ trust shortly 
to be organized under the terms of 
the committee’s bill. Let its scope 
be limited, but, as far as it goes, let the stu- 
dents who take advantage of the opportuni- 
ties it may offer, reap atonce the result of 
ail the years of experiment that have gone 
to perfect similar institutions at the north. 
The young Georgians who are to profit by the 
school have minds as bright and faculties as 
complete asthe young men of Massachu- 
getts, and if they have the benefit of trained 
teachers, as, in the nature of things they 
must have in aschool of technology, there is 
no reason why the results of the Georgia in- 
stitution may not be as conspicuous as those 
of other institutions. 

The real question is not whether a \techno- 
logical institute in Georgia will be a success, 
or whether the results will justify the enthu- 
giasm of its friends, but whether the people 
" are willing to contribute asum sufficient to 
a secure the best results. Meanwhile, we are

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TAXATION—STATE AND FEDERAL. 

The chief benetits of government toa citi- 
zen of any state—say of Georgia —are derived 
from the state government, not from the 
federal. When it comes to burdens, however, 
the relation is reversed; the chief burdens 
come from the federal government. 

Between the relative cost andthe relative 
benefits of the two governments there is a 
strange disparity. : 

And this disparity is constantly growing. 
The exactions of the federal government rise 
as its benefits diminish until now it is known 
chiefly by its burdens. Within five years it 
has made rapid strides, unprecedented in our 
own history and in modern times, As now 
administered, the federal government is a 
poor investment; its value has gone down, as 
its cost has gone up. It has ceased to be our 
servant and become a hard master, 

To illustrate, the cost of the government 
of Georgia is not far from $1.25 per head. 

The share of Georgia in federal taxation it 
is difficult to estimate with exactness. The 
entire federal tax, however, is about $400,000,- 
000; on about 50,000,000 people. ( Both federal 
and state population given by census of 1880,) 
This is about $8.00 per capita, or about five or 
six times as much as the state tax in Georgia. 

If we pay the average tax, then on 1,500,000 
people, Georgia pays annually to the federal 
government about $12,000,000, while paying 
to state and county not far from $2,000,000, 

If Georgia pays less than the average, then 
some Other people pay more, and we are sorry 
for them. 

On the whole, the people of the states pay 
several times as much for federal protection 
as for state and county protection put togeth- 
er. 

Few citizens of Georgia ever appeal to the 
United States for protection in any way or 
form. Nearly all rights of person and prop- 
eriy are under state protection, and adminis- 
tered by the state courts. So, too, is it with 
roads, bridges, ferries and public facilities. 
All these come out of the $2,000,000 raised for 
state and county purposes—executive, legis- 
lative and judicial expenses, the county 
schools, the poor, the asylums, etc., etc. 

Probably of all rights, nine-tenths are pro- 
tected by the stateand county, to one-tenth 
by the federal government. Ifso, as the tax- 
es paid to the state and county are only about 
one-fifth of the federal tax, it follows that for 
a given amount of protectlon we pay to the 
United States fifty times as much as for a like 
amount by the state.

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Ouly five years ago, in 1878, the federal tax- 
ation was $240.000,009. Now, it is $400.000,000. 

In five years of profound peace, it has in- 
creased $160,000,000, or per cent, more 
than halé the entire taxable property of Geor- 
gia. There is no self-check nor other check 
on this huge waste. The mind ean scarcely 
take in these figures—they are too immense. 
Weare not allowedtime to breathe. The worst 
remains behind of the huge stream which is 
drained from the hard earnings of the people. 
There are two forks.One goes into the treasury 
to the annual amount of$400,009,000, Another 
and a larger fork, never reaches the treasury 
atall. Itis drained from the pockets of one 
class of citizens and emptied into the pockets 
of another class. And the form of the tax be- 
ing not on property but on consumption,rever- 
ses all justice and pours from the poor to 
the rich. 

The amount paid by tax-payers under the 
beautiful name of ‘Incidental Protection”’ it 
is difficult to estimate with precision. 

A very careful estimate by Hon. William 
M. Syvringer, in the June number (1883) of 
the North American Review, places it at over 
$550,000,000. Many estimate it much higher. 
If one-half—one-fourth—of this be true, what 
a corruptive fund! What a force, concen- 
trated and powerful, to perpetuate unjust 
taxation. hus it seemsthat a citizen of the 
United States pays abvut $1.50 for the real 
protection of the state and county,” $8.00 for 
the nominal protection of the federal govern- 
ment and $11.00 for the benefit of protected 
or privileged classes—engaged in industries 
which are nol self-supporting. A family of 
five persons pays for state and county pur- 
for federal protection $40.00, for 
favored classes $55.00. And in so doing the 
taxpayer is asked no questions. The money 
has tocome. Death and taxes are alike here, 

Governor McDaniel, in his admirable in- 
augural,thus refers to the general subject, the 
revenues of the state: 
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poses $7.50, 


‘*Taxation is the most important subject of 


state policy. It is feltin every household. 
When burdensome it crushes the weak and 
clogs the efforts of all who endeavor to im- 
prove their fortunes.”’ 

He declares ‘improvements in tax laws de- 
signed tothoroughly distribute public burdens 
a policy to be patiently and persistently pur- 
sued.” and dwells on the duty of maintain- 
ing a low rate. 

All this is most excellent,sound and true. But 
if so important in the state, with its low rates 
and tolerable appreximations to equality, 
how powerfully do these principles apply to 
federal taxation, so high in amount ,so in- 
equitable in distribution. 

The practical consequences surpass even 
the suspicions of those who have not studied 
the matter and watched the operation of the 
present iniquitous and corrupting system. 

While other causes have contributed to re- 
tard the recuperation of the south since the 
war (Mill shows how rapid recuperation can 
be on principle—France has shown it in prac- 
tice) there isone main cause. 

The chief incubus upon us is to be found in 
the perpetual drain of unequal and excessive 
federal texation—all going out, none coming 
back. Weare the unprivileged. And Geor- 
gia is like her own old red _ hill-sides, the 
wealth of which has passed into the rich allu- 
vians below. ‘There is no higher work of pa- 
triotism than peacefully to stop this drain 
and let her life-blood rei.ain in her veins.

THE NEW CAPIZOL, 
from the Macon Telegraph. 

The question of a new capitol building is attract- 
ing general attention, and as the legislature is soon 
to act upon it, we desire to offer a few suggestions 
that appear tous as pertinent atthistime. There 
is asentiment in the state adverse to the perma- 
nent location of the government at Atlanta. This 
may be growing, but at the same time we are fully 
convinced thatit is notstrong enough now, nor 
will itever be in fature,to effect a removal. If this 
is true. it follows that any agitation of this question, 
which is practically settled, can result only in evil. 
It would but engender heated discussion and Stir 
up bad blood. 

For these and other reasons that might be assign- 
ed, it is undoubtedly the part of wisdom 
to remove this from the catalcgue of questions that 
are likely to disturb the public mnind, 

Lhe city of Atlanta, in pursuance of her promises 
to the state, has placed at the disposal of the latter 
the city hall and grounds for building purposes. 
In case the latter does not suit the state, she has the 
privilege of buying any other unoccupied ten acres 
of ground in the city limits, for which Atlanta pro. 
poses to pay the purchase money. 

Atlanta has also agreed, in lieu of building a cap- 
itol equal in value to the old one at Milledgeville, 
to-pay into the state treasury the value of the old 
state house. She also purchased the present capi 
tol building, for which she paid a large amount, as 
we are advised $160,000, securing, as she thought at 
the time,a good tile to tnestate. li afterwards 
turned out that the Norihwestern insurance ecom- 
pany held a mortgage on this buildiug for $65,00). 
lo protect the title of the state, Atianta took up 
the execution obtained by virtue of this morteerve, 
which execution she now holds, but woich she 
proposes to cancel and turn over to the state when 
@ new Capitol is built, a.d which by agreement she 
cannot foreclose cr ei.force while the capital re- 
mains in Atlanta. 

The amount to be paid as value of the old state 
house is $59,000. Ihe city hall property is said to 
be worth $75,000. The present capitol building can 
be sold for $125,000. These amounts aggregate $255,- 
UWUV, Which is far in excess of what the people gen- 
erally understand as having been paid by AUanta 
in redemption of her pledges if the capital should 
be located there. 

We are informed, on good authority, that the 
actual outlay made by the city is in excess of this 
amount, 

To remove the capital to any other point would 
lose this amount to the state, for the state holds this 
property and will collect the value of the ee 
at Milledgeville only on condition that Atlanta 
retains the capital. 

It is useless to ignore or underestimate the impor- 
tance of thisfact in any contemplated effort to 
change the seat of government. It would also be 
wrong to disregard the rights of the city of Atlanta 
insuch anevent. If an agreementcould be reach- 
ed—which we think is impossible—to move the cap- 
italto any other place, all the other cities and 
towns in the state put together, would not contrib- 
ute ten cents in the dollur of au amount of money 
to be expended in a campaign for this purpose that 
Atlanta would pay to retain it. We think the 
question of location is sett!ed for alltime, and 
hence the only question now is when tocommence 
work on a new building, which all agree the state 
must have at no distant day. 

We are not of those who think that Georgia is too 
poor to provide herself with comfortabie und re- 
spectable quarters for the different departments of 
her government. We will not discuss the questions 
of either the comfort or respectability of the present 
state house. We do not anticipate that anybody 
will deny that, to putthe matter mildly, itisa re- 
flection on Georgia. Sibb county has a couithouse 
that cost $150,000. She is able to afford it, and 
would not put up with a poorer building. Fulton 
county has recently finished a new courthouse at a 
cost, we suppose, of 150,000. This is well. Other 
counties in the state have evinced public spirit on 
the same scale. 

Will eny maa say the state of Georgia cannot af- 
ford a million dollars fora state hou-e as well as 
these counties can afford the cost of their court- 
houses’? Some will say this is a bad crop year, 
times wil! be hard, ete.

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THE SPOTS ON THE SUN. 


Facts About Their Present Ap« 
pearauce. 

The sun, as seen through the telescope at the head 
of the Common, isan object of peculiar interest. 
Its spots have seldom been so large as they are now. 
The largest, including both the crater and its tail, 
is estimated to be 60,000 miles in length, and pre- 
ser.ts the appearance of a great wormhole in an ap- 
ple. The crater is dark, with irregular sides, and 
is constantly extending, changing in form, though 
notits character. Besides this great spot, there are 
three or, four others which are on a line across the 
diameter of the disk, and belong to the same fami- 
ly. They have rapidly grown in size, aud tne 
largest one is now distinctly visible to the naked 
eye through smoked glass. itis believed that these 
spots are caused by elect ical disturbances in the 
atmosphere of the sun, which is inclosed by masses 
of hydrogen, that is, of clouds and vapor, and that 
the dark spots allow you to see down into the sub- 
stance of the body itself, which is not illuminated 
here have been times when not aspot has appea 
ed for twenty years, when there has been @n 
interval of seven years. Frequently, during the 
last eight years, there has not been a spot for taree 
months atatime. Itis believed by many electri- 
cians that these spots have to do with electric 
storms which affect the earth, but the whole subje 
is imperfectly understood. This, however, docs nu 
withhold interest in the curious formations which 
are to be seen on the sun’s disk. The spots are at 
traclting the attention of astronomers, and area 
maticr of curious interest to the intelligent public.
